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Introduction 


The lure of the unknown and the lore of hidden things have long in- 
trigued the human mind. Along with such skills as throwing rocks and 
fashioning flintstone spearheads, primitive man developed more subtle 
crafts, as foretelling the weather by the ways the birds flew or the 
winds blew. From those beginnings came modern sciences like ballistics 
and meteorology; and the same applies in many other instances. 

Two factors were present in most primitive sciences; the psychic and 
the occult. The practitioner of a craft usually claimed and often be- 
lieved that he possessed a special faculty not given to ordinary mortals, 
enabling him to gain unique results and issue reliable forecasts. He 
backed this by professing knowledge of secret subjects which he was 
pledged not to reveal. 

This combination of psychic power and occult learning has persisted 
into modern times. Skilled artists often regard their work as “inspired” 
or rely on “trade secrets” for results. So the pattern is similar, even 
though many things that once created awe and wonderment are ex- 
plainable by modern science. Now the cycle may be bringing us to new 


wonders, perhaps including some revivals from the past. 
The science of alchemy, which flourished in the Middle Ages, has 


been styled the “father of chemistry,” and it is interesting to note that 
the efforts of the alchemists to transmute one metal into another have 
been realized in our modern laboratories, though not as the alchemists 
anticipated. But that should not reflect too greatly on alchemy, for ac- 
cording to some authorities, it was not the alchemists, but their imita- 
tors, who stumbled upon the more important discoveries that founded 
modern chemistry. 

Similarly, astrology, as the forerunner of astronomy, may have had its 
faults. But any absurdities of astrologers were outmatched by the er- 
roneous theories held by astronomers, until the invention of the tele 


scope proved that they were wrong.

As to psychic and occult sciences, those that have won continu 
interest are worthy of consideration, as astrology or numerology. So are 
those that have sprung to public acceptance, as graphology and physi- 
ognomy, which are newer than some of our standard sciences. All these 
have been included in this volume because of their own merits. 

But always, we have followed this purpose: ; T 

Each psychic or occult science is treated as it stands today, in the light 
of modern knowledge and interest, All have been simplified and up 
dated for the reader’s convenience. These constitute the great portion 
of this volume, but as preliminary, we have cataloged an array of an- 
cient psychic and occult sciences as well as modern: 

Aeromancy, or divination from the air and sky, goes beyond the range 
of weather prognostications and concentrates more upon cloud shapes, 
Comets, spectral formations, or other phenomena not normally visible 
in the heavens, Even in modern times, such visions have caused specu- 
lation and consternation among viewers,

Modern “fortune cookies” are 
a survival of this ancient ritual. 

Alomancy, or divination by salt, accounts for some of our modern 
superstitions; so does Alphitomancy, which utilizes special cakes that 
are digestible by persons with a clear conscience, but are distasteful to 
others; while Anthropomancy is an ancient and long-outlawed form of 
human sacrifice. 

Apantomancy covers forecasts from chance meetings with animals, 
birds, and other creatures, which can be updated to include modern 
omens of the “black cat” variety. A classic case was the founding of 
Mexico City on the spot where Aztec soothsayers saw an eagle flying 
from a cactus, carrying a live snake; this represents the Mexican coat-of- 
arms today. 

Arithmancy or Arithmomancy is the ancient form of Numerology and 
applies chiefly to divination through numbers and letter values, as dis- 
cussed in the section on Numerology. Astraglomancy or Astragyro- 
mancy was worked with crude dice bearing letters and later numbers; 
this, too, has developed into a modern diversion, detailed under Fortune 
Telling by Dice. :

Geomancy began with tracing figures in the ground and later was 
extended to include random dots made with a pencil, which were in- 
terpreted according to accepted designs, practically a predecessor of our 
modern “doodles.” 

Graphology, the analysis of character through handwriting, was 
studied in ancient times and given a psychic significance. Its modern 
version is detailed in a special chapter. 

Gyromancy was performed by persons walking in a circle marked 
with letters, until they became dizzy and stumbled at different points, 
thus “spelling out” a prophecy. 

Halomancy is another term for Alomancy, or divination by salt. Ha- 
Tuspicy, Hieromancy, Hieroscopy, all had to do with observing objects 
of ancient sacrifice and drawing prophetic conclusions from them. Hip- 
pomancy was a form of divination from the stamping and neighing of 
horses, Horoscopy pertains to the casting of an astrological horoscope. 

Hydromancy, or divination by water, covers a wide range of lesser 
auguries, such as the color of water, its ebb and flow; or the ripples 
Produced by pebbles dropped into a pool, an odd number being good, 
an even number, bad. Our modern “tea leaf” and “coffee ground” read- 
Ings date from this, as Hydromancy also included close study of water

Onomantics is a development of Onomancy, applied to persona 
names. Some of these are obvious in meaning, as Hope, or Victor. o 
are easily translatable, as Sophia for wisdom, or Leo for lion-hearte ` 
Others have been extended or elaborated, but their basic meanings can 
be found in many dictionaries or standard reference works, and they 
lack the deeper significance of psychic or occult interpretation, hence 
there is no need to list them here. F 

Onychomancy is a study of the fingernails in the sunlight, looking 
for any significant symbols that can be traced. Onyomancy is similar 
and somewhat more practical, being an interpretation of personal char- 
acteristics from the nails, as a minor phase of Palmistry. 

Oomantia and Ooscopy are terms applied to ancient methods of 
divination by eggs. Ophiomancy covers divination from serpents; while 
Orniscopy and Ornithomancy are concerned with omens gained by 


watching the flight of different birds. Ovomancy is another form of egg 
divination.

, P hysiognomy, covered as a complete subject here, is highly modern 
in its treatment and deals with character analysis through physical ap- 
pearance of the features. It has older roots, but all of a practical nature. 

Precognition is an inner knowledge of things to come, which may 
lead to Prediction, which is the announcement of such events, or Pre- 
monition, a foreboding of the future. These are combined in Prognosti- 
cation, which goes into specific details, or the greater art of Prophecy, 
which connotes inspired knowledge of important events, with their ful- 
fillment almost certain. 

P sychography is a form of mysterious writing, 
type. Psychometry is the faculty of gaining impressi 
object, either regarding its owner, or the history of the object itself. 
Pyromancy and Pyroscopy are forms of divination by fire, wherein pow- 
dered substances are thrown on the flames; if these kindle quickly, it is 
a good omen, 

Rhabdomancy is divination by means of a wand or stick. Of ancient 
Origin, much of its history is obscure, but it was the forerunner of the 
divining rod, discussed in the chapter on Radiesthesia. Rhapsodomancy

Sciomancy is a term for divination gained through spirit aid. Sid- 
eromaney is the burning of straws on a hot iron and studying the fig- 
ures thus formed, along with the flames and smoke. Sortilege is the 
Casting of lots in hope of a good omen; this has many phases and varia- 
tions dating from antiquity and is still practiced today. ; 

Spodomancy provides omens from cinders or soot. Stichomancy a 
another form of opening a book, hoping that a random passage will give 
Mspiration, something that many people follow today. Stolisomancy 
draws omens from oddities in the way people dress. 

Sycomancy is performed by writing messages on tree leaves; the 
slower they dry, the better the omen. A more modern way is to write 
questions on slips of paper, roll them up, and hold them in a stamet 
above a steaming pot. Whichever unrolls frst will be answered; but a 

lank slip should always be included in the group. A 
ephramancy is the seeking of messages in ashes; tree bark is often

Introduction 


Astrology has played its part in the affairs 
of mankind, and its popularity persists today. The term means “knowl- 
edge of the stars” and as such, astrology not only served in forecasting 
coming events, it included as a by-product the subject now called as- 
tronomy, Small wonder that people believed themselves to be controlled 
y the signs of the heavens when the courses of the stars and planets 
~~ be calculated to exactitude! 
x New civilizations inherited astrology 
Cope of the ancient science was extended. 
With the constellations forming the signs of the zodiac. Metals were 
identified with planets; gold with the sun; silver with the moon; mer- 
bined because of its elusive quality, with its namesake, Mercury. Every- 
‘hing mundane was interpreted astrologically. 

All sciences therefore owe much to astrology. When they branched 
— on their own, astrology was not discredited; it merely returned to its 
Original purpose, that of determining the shape of things to come. It is 
an interesting fact that when Tycho Brahe, the great astronomer of his 
time, sighted the comet of 1577 and classed it for what it was, he did 
not even guess at the year when it would next appear. . 

Instead, he used the comet as the basis of an astrological calculation 
from which he predicted that a prince to be born in Finland would be- 
come a great Swedish king and would invade Germany, meeting his 
death in the year 1632. That astrological forecast was fulfilled by the 
Career of King GAE Adolphus of Sweden. But astronomers haven’t 
yet found out if Tycho’s comet ever did come back. 

Owever, skeptics insist that predictions of latter-day astrology de- 
Pend mostly on coincidence or guesswork, as did some of the early find- 
ings of astronomy. At least, the abstruse calculations of astrology are of

These people often overvalue 
their personal opinions and attempt impossible achievements. Once they 
are on the wrong track, it is difficult to set them straight, for they are 
argumentative enough to try to prove their point, and the more they 
talk, the more they convince themselves. Though somewhat fickle, peo- 
ple of this decan are generally friendly, and they should learn to accept 
and follow advice of those they trust. Then, the strong points of Pisces 
can be built to the full, with the Martian influence being used as an

Summary of Decans 


The planetary influences described under the decans are valuable in 
shading the traits of many persons, but they are generally subordinate 
to the stronger characteristics detailed under the Signs of the Zodiac. 
In some persons, the traits of the decans are only slightly traced; with 


others, they are very marked.

As a tule, a person’s sign details his characteristics with surprising 


exactitude, That is one reason why astrology has persisted through the 

centuries and has retained its popularity with each new generation. But 

where individual traits may seem at variance with the accepted pattern 

of the sign, the answer may be found in that person's Decan. Also, a 

study of the decans may reveal hidden factors to which a person may be 
C 
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susceptible, even though his major traits are fully delineated under his 
sign. 


The Planets and Their Influences 


From the earliest days of astrology, special note was given to the plan- 
ets, or “wanderers,” which followed their own special paths among the 
fixed stars or constellations that form the signs of the zodiac. 

These planets, seven in number, were simply the members of the 
Solar System that were continually visible from Earth: namely, the Sun, 
the Moon, Mercury, Venus, Mars, Jupiter, and Saturn. 

Each sign of the zodiac was regarded as under the control of one 
special planet. The Sun became the governing influence of Leo; the 
Moon held sway over Cancer. The other planets were each given two 
signs, Mercury controlling Gemini and Virgo; Venus influencing 
Taurus and Libra; Mars dominating Aries and Scorpio; Jupiter ruling 
Sagittarius and Pisces; Saturn governing Capricorn and Aquarius. 

There are persons who could be typed as Solarians, Jupiterians, and 
the like, according to the planet ruling their sign. In fact, the study of 
“planetary types” was probably quite common several centuries ago, be- 


cause the nomenclature used in palmistry was derived from the astro- 
logical teachings of that period.

Also, the planetary influences are subject to modifications, which the 
Signs are not, Even with persons born on the cusp—or the “line” between 


ver of the preceding planetary influence that 
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has been assigned to Aquarius. Similarly, Jupiter has been retained as 
the ruler of Sagittarius, but Neptune has been put in charge of Pisces. 

This last is in keeping with mythology, as Neptune, god of the sea, 
was the reputed overlord of all the fishes therein and Pisces is the sign of 
the fish. But it is rather confusing in astrology, which has done quite 
well with the original seven “planets” for some five or six thousand 
years. Nor has anyone yet found a proper place for the planet Pluto, 
which would only confuse the situation all the more. 

Adhering to the seven traditional planets, we find not only the major 
influences, which directly activate the zodiacal signs; but we have minor 
influences as well, which apply to portions of those signs known as the 
“decans” or “decantes”—each representing an approximate ten-day pe- 
tiod. These have been treated under a separate heading of their own. 

Highly important and worthy of their own classification are the plane- 
tary influences of the day of birth as well as that of the birth year, 
which in turn are modified by a cyclic influence. These will be treated 
individually and discussed in the formation of the horoscope. In every 
case, such influences conform in varying degree to the general planetary 
influences now to be described. 

That is just one more reason why it is preferable to classify all in- 
fluences under the seven original heads that follow: 


THE SUN 
Ruler of the sign Leo 


This is the strongest of all planetary influences, so forceful that it can 
seldom be repressed, though its fine qualities may be neglected or dis- 
sipated, 

Acquisition of knowledge and artistic achievement are keynotes of 
this influence. The Solarian nature is one that puts ideas into practice, 
often riding over all obstacles. Often, they are regarded as lucky, but 
that is because their inherent optimism will not allow them to accept 
temporary setbacks as failure. 

Along with such attributes toward success, the Sun denotes a dignity 
of manner, integrity of nature, and loyalty to a cause. It carries the gift 
of good speaking and a magnetic personality, if effort is made toward 
their development. These are the, positive aspects. 

The weakness of this nature is found in the neglect of small things, or 
pressing for personal glory rather than high achievement. Solarians 
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should avoid becoming high-handed as well as high-minded. Pride, de- 
sire for domination, and general arrogance are the negative aspects. 

Physically, the Solarian influence indicates a strong, virile appearance, 
with well-formed and sometimes handsome features; keen of eye and 
smiling in manner. The height of the well-developed Solarian should 
run average, with proportionately good physique. 

The Sun directly activates the sign of Leo, providing the exuberance 
found in many persons born in that period; but the Solarian qualities 
can become dynamic wherever else they appear. The influence of the 
Sun is therefore favorable and should always be encouraged. 


THE MOON 
Ruler of the sign Cancer 


Like the lunar orb itself, this planetary influence is changeable, yet 
understandable and therefore controllable. Imagination is its chief trait 
and one that can be carried to almost fanciful extremes. P 

On the one hand, the Lunarian exhibits that insight known as intul- 
tion; on the other, overimagination can lead to worry and hysteria. In 
between, there is a restless, ever-changing trend, which may run the 
gamut from idle dreaming to compelling urge for purposeless travel. 

Being pliable, the Lunarian nature is receptive and adaptable to al- 
most any circumstance. It betokens sympathy, sound economy, and in- 
telligent planning, except when indecision takes hold. Such fluctuation 
is the great danger of the Lunarian influence.

Physical drive and energy are basic in the planetary influence of 
Mars. There is no stopping the Martian nature, which can be brave to 
the point of becoming foolhardy, unless tempered by other influences. 
It gives aggressiveness to the signs where it predominates: Aries and 
Scorpio. 

Fortunately, the Martian influence can be diverted. With it, attain- 
ment of an immediate goal is so important that other purposes can be 
shelved. Here is a fighting instinct that knocks down all obstacles, small 
and large. Keep them small when they do not matter; large, when they 
are important, and you have the ultimate in Martian development. 

Sports, adventure, love of outdoor life all are found in the Martian 
personality. Travel, military affairs, any form of new and virile experi- 
ence appeals to those who come under this influence. Skill and mechani- 
cal ability are part of the Martian setup; and as natural concomitants, 
honesty and reliability go into such a nature. Such are the positive 
aspects. 

In contrast, the Martian influence can breed impatience, savagery, 
boastfulness, and a tendency toward useless, wasteful combat. Action is 
just another word for Mars, in the full sense of the term. In order to ob- 
tain it, persons swayed by this influence may become destructive. When 
they are prone to envy, nothing can stop their rash, impetuous nature, 
except their own power of reason, which fortunately is strong and there- 


fore helpful.

Since every Saturnian has other planetary influences, those should be 


developed along constructive lines, thus utilizing the intellect andsseri- 
ous side of Saturn to full advantage. All speculations and risks should 
be avoided where Saturn is involved, for the result may be an outright 
waste of both talent and resources. 

Physically, Saturnians are often tall, but they are inclined to be thin, 
with high foreheads and long jaws.

In astrology, the years have been grouped in cycles of thirty-six years 
each, with a ruling planet for each cycle, following the order of the 
days in reverse. The first year of each cycle is governed by its own 
planet; and every seventh year thereafter. The in-between years are 
tuled by other planets in this order: the Sun, Venus, Mercury, the 
Moon, Saturn, Jupiter, Mars, continuing in rotation.

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Once the cyclic planet is listed, these are easily calculated, but . 
convenience they are given here from the year 1729 through 2016. It 
must be remembered that the astrological year begins on March 21- 
Thus the year 1729, first year in the cycle of the Sun, ran from 


March 21, 1729 through March 20, 1730. The same applies to all suc- 
ceeding years.

cartomancers who followed Mademoiselle Lenormand. But with the 
emphasis on games demanding a fifty-two-card pack, fortune-telling 
systems fell into the same groove, and today there are enough “full 
pack” methods to supply the demand. These eliminate all the nuisances 
and uncertainty of “reversed” card interpretations, which in some in- 
stances is an arbitrary factor. So in the pages that follow, you will find 
instructions for full pack readings exclusively, in conformity to the 
modern trend. 

Devotees of the tarot pack still regard it with a sentiment akin to 
awe, but it is hard to share their view. The art of cartomancy lies more 
in the skill and insight of the interpreter than in the cards themselves. 
Mademoiselle Lenormand did right well with the cards of her day and 
followed it up by putting out her own fortune-telling pack, with her 


favorite instructions printed on the appropriate cards. Such packs have 


been printed ever since, some attributed to the Great Lenormand and 


others with titles of their own. 
During the centuries, gypsies and other gifted folk have been read- 


ing whatever cards come to hand, whether tarots, circular cards of 
Hindu origin, or cards of various European countries with their differ- 
ent symbols. Readers can try their own hands with available cards and 
learn for themselves the spell of the unknown as revealed by the ever- 
changing pasteboards that could still be the mystic pages from the un- 


bound Book of Thoth! 


Fortune Telling Simplified 


Fortune telling with cards is a fascinating pastime, which—more of- 
ten than not—produces surprises that have all the semblance of predic- 
tions. How seriously a person cares to take this, depends—like the inter- 
pretation of the cards themselves—upon the mood of the individual. 

Many systems have been used with card fortunes, and some have 
become obsolete or confusing. Therefore it is best to adhere to those 
that are simple and direct, or which have proven their value in the past 
and have stood the test of time. Such systems are given in the following

So the pack is gathered, shuffled, and dealt again for further 
interpretation in the same fashion. That is done a third time, thus com- 
pleting what is usually a very satisfactory reading. Always, the con- 
sultant’s card is the starting point and you count with the first card to 
the right, going left on the row below.

The Mystic Cross 


This is a brief but sometimes pointed method of prognostication that 
should be interpreted strictly in terms of the consultant’s own interests 
in order to be most effective. Don't expect the cards to come up with 
something totally out of character, but count on them to answer some- 
thing close at hand or already in mind. 

That way, this will prove a very useful system that can be repeated 
at fairly frequent intervals, particularly after one prediction has been at

The presence of the consultant's K S is helpful, and the erg of 
aces is equally favorable, as it means that any luck will hold. Next, you 
note the center card, because it has a bearing on both rows. In this 
case, it is the 7 C, which is a very lucky card, if properly accompanied. 

To learn its full status, you first read the vertical row from top to 
bottom; then the three cards at the left, which modify the fortune for 
good or bad; and finally, the three at the right, which may provide the

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Domino Divination 


With a standard set of dominoes, running from double-blank to double- 
six, fortunes can be read according to the traditional interpretations that 
follow. 

In procedure, the dominoes are placed with their spots downward and 
are thoroughly mixed about before one is chosen. Some diviners insist 
on taking the most distant domino, but others feel that fate provides the 
guiding hand in any case, so either process may be used. 

All agree, however, that no one should seek to learn his fortune by 
this method more than once a month, as the answers will then be mean- 
ingless, or even worse, may result in an adverse fulfillment. 

Three dominoes are also the prescribed limit for an individual, 
within that period, or at a single sitting. Any domino drawn should be 
interpreted, then replaced and thoroughly mixed with the rest, before 


another is drawn.

Depending upon how variable they are, mixed angles in a person's 
writing can be the worst sign of all. At least there is some consistency 
in all the regular types, but a helter-skelter writing indicates a nature in 
perpetual conflict with itself. 

Fortunately, this mixed type seldom goes to complete extremes in its 
angles, or it would represent a totally unpredictable, utterly scatter- 
brained personality. Usually it varies between one slope and the ver- 
tical, showing indecision in the traits they represent. 

When it slopes both backward and forward, this writing shows a 
wishful yet almost hopeless temperament, a person unable to recognize 
his own shortcomings.

CRAMPED VERSUS SPREAD 


No greater contrast in spacing can be shown than in the following ex- 
amples, one representing cramped writing and the other spread writing. 
Both are totally self-expressive: the cramped style shows a desire to 
save space, particularly when words are jammed together at the end of 
a line. This, of course, shows an inherent urge to avoid waste, especially 


if the lines are close together. 


That, in turn, indicates caution in money matters, a keen bargainer, a 
person of a somewhat suspicious nature, who is always holding on to 
what he has. It is a trait that shows itself strikingly as well as quite un- 
consciously through this sort of writing. ; 

In spread writing, we see sheer extravagance, @ nature often given to 
abandon, one that places social life and good times at the top of the list. 


This is the mark of the spender, the carefree spirit. As a result, it 


usually shows a friendly type of person, but one who is seldom at all 
systematic. These writers have a wonderful ability at forgetting what 


they do not want to remember. ; 
As one experienced graphologist put it: “Jf you think there's nothing 
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harder than getting a cramped writer to lend you money, just ask a 
spread writer to give you back what he borrowed!”

The final letter of a word often carries a habitual flourish that serves 
as a key to individual characteristics. This may be particularly marked in 


the last word of a sentence. Accepted indications of the last letter in- 


clude: 


Letter shortened—Prudent but self-centered. 

Letter lengthened—Generally wasteful. 

Rising straight—Easily swayed, but given to temper.

The study of capital letters is highly revealing in itself, with many

Here there is a mingling, running from simple E, through printed A, 
to somewhat ornate P. These in themselves show both a versatile and 
indecisive temperament. The simple capital denotes a well-developed 
mind, definitely artistic, from the printed capital, and inclined to elabora- 
tion, from the ornate capital, which also indicates a wavering between 
self-importance and an inferiority complex. 

The dipping “g” shows a fanciful mood; the disconnected letters, a 
flow of thought with inspirational moods, with enough gaps to denote a 
poetic trend.

Numerology 


Although numerology has gained most of its present popularity within 
comparatively recent years, it is actually one of the oldest of the psychic 
sciences. In a sense, numbers form a language in themselves. Primitive 
tribes understand their meaning and communicate in terms of numbers. 
Among ancient alphabets, numerical values were ascribed or assigned to 


certain letters, giving them a special significance. 


As one authority succinctly puts it: 
“Every number has a certain power which is not expressed by the 


figure or symbol employed to denote quantity only. This power rests in 
an occult connection existing between the relations of things and the 
principles in nature of which they are the expressions.” 

Rather than delve into the intricacies of cabalistic cosmology and its 
esoteric doctrines, modern numerologists prefer a simplified numerical 
and alphabetical code, based upon the theories established by Pythag- 
oras, the famous Greek mathematician and mystic, who rose to fame

Attributed to Pythagoras is the statement, “The world is built upon 
the power of numbers,” and in keeping with that theory he and his fol-

Ardent students of numerology often delve into the meanings of 
numbers higher than the primaries 1 to 9. Some give special attention’ 
to the numbers 10 to 22, as represented by the letters of the Hebrew 
alphabet, a method also applied to the reading of the tarot cards, as 
described in another section. 

Still higher numbers have been given special interpretations accord- 
ing to the Pythagorean system; but, as one authority aptly states the case, 
it is the unit value which is finally significant, even though the gross 
value is of some consideration. 

The general theory among more practical numerologists is that any 
difference between two numbers such as 15 and 24 can be regarded 
as mere shadings, that are overshadowed by the stronger power of 6, 
the primary number to which both reduce. The same would apply to 
higher totals, as 33, 42» 5% and so on, under the Pythagorean system. 
All resolve into the number 6, which is the ultimate vibration, all- 
inclusive of the rest.

If the name number continues in that form, its importance increases 
in terms of the person’s career. If it is radically changed, or a pen name 
or stage name is taken in its stead, the new name is the one on which 
the later reckoning is based. In either case, whether the old name or a 
new one becomes all-important, it is known as the number of attain- 
ment, 

Note that in many instances the person’s original name becomes both 
his early number of development and his final number of attainment, 
without any change whatever. In other cases, the adding or dropping of 
a mere initial may cause an appreciable difference between the two.

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The birth number 8 shows a strong, forceful nature pointed to fame 
and commercial success. This was true in Kipling’s case, for his early 
writings catapulted him to fame and made his name known with them, 
From there, he went on to one literary triumph after another. 

The name number 7 was the most appropriate possible. It expresses 
the vibrancy of Kipling’s writings, capturing the imagination as his 
stories and poetry did. The name of Rudyard Kipling is fitted to his 
work, showing how indelibly a vibration can impress itself upon the 
mind, 

The vowel vibration 2 reveals the balance in Kipling’s work, as he 
was one of the few great writers who could change from verse to prose 
with equal facility. The flare of genius is shown by the higher vibration 
11, but there was an uncertainty—the sign of 2—that became evidenced 
in his later writing, where the spirit of 11 was lacking, or only spasmodic. 

The underlying influence of 2 and 11, as represented by the vowel 
vibration, was encouraged and somewhat strengthened by the frequency 
number 9, which furnishes the added influence representing achieve- 
ment and recognition, both of which Kipling gained. The frequency of 
9 is not strong, however; and with the vowel vibration 2, it showed the 
tendency to dwell on past accomplishments rather than the urge for 
new glory.

Its pe 
total 62, making the name number 8, symbolic of worldly fame = 
commercial success, while the vowels total 19 = 10, making the vowe 
vibration 1, exceedingly appropriate as the underlying influence in a 
business career that was both direct and egotistical. ; 

But the name BARNUM, with its established 6 and plodding 4 as 
the underlying influence, is the vibration by which P. T. Barnum has 
been most clearly recognized. “Barnum was right” is a quotation that still 
sums human gullibility.

But to those who opposed him and most of the public who read about 
him, he was Richard Canfield, whose name and vowel vibrations were 
both 7, the symbol of the successful gambler, for only 7 could express 
the intuition and imagination so necessary in that field. 

However, this intriguing numerological study goes still further. To his 
close friends and great admirers, who included some persons of high im- 
portance, he was known as Dick Canfield. To posterity, he has become 
simply Canfield, a name synonymous with “gambler” just as Barnum 
stands for “showman.” In Barnum’s case, dropping the initials P. T. 
made no difference in the name number and the vowel vibration. The 
same applies to Canfield, with or without the nickname Dick.

THE SPATULATE HAND 
(the energetic hand) 


The spatulate hand represents a very active person. The entire ap- 
pearance of the hand is suggestive of the spatula. There are two types. 
One palm is wider at the wrist than at the base of the fingers. The 
second type is the reverse, widex at the top than at the wrist. The finger- 
tips are spatulate. The hand spreads out fan-shaped. It denotes great 
activity. It can be found in all kinds of work, from artisan to artist. 
The energetic laborer may excel in sports, the architect may have revo-

THE POINTED HAND

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The Thumb 
The thumb is the index to the character of the hand. Placed low, 


with a wide thumb angle—careless and irresponsible. High on the 
hand and difficult to move—cautiousness varying to stubbornness. Me- 
dium set—adaptability. 

The average thumb should extend to the middle of the bottom phal- 
ange of the first finger. Any thumb lower than this is considered short. 
A thumb longer than this is considered longer and therefore more 
forceful. If a hand has weak lines, a long thumb would strengthen the 
intellectual needs, 

The thumb has three parts, first, second, and third phalanges. The 
third is the mount area of Venus and part of the palm proper. It repre- 
sents love, affection, and sympathy as described under the mounts. The 
first phalange represents will power, the second, reasoning ability. If 
the first phalange is longer, will power is stronger. If the thumb is

The thumb is normally broader than it is thick. If it is as thick as it 
is broad—an unbalanced, violent nature; slender thumbs—patience; 
a “waisted” second phalange—great understanding and sympathy for 
both people and creatures; a knotty joint on the thumb—the analytical 
mind; a smooth joint—impulsiveness. 

Flexibility of the thumb denotes the intensity of logic and will power 
indicated in the palm. A stiff thumb adds determination, stubbornness; 
extremely supple—talented, extremist; moderate pliability—reasonable, 
good understanding. 


Fingers 


To measure for length of fingers, measure the second finger from 
tip to knuckle. Measure the back of the palm from that knuckle to the 
wristbone. Measure the palm side from the bottom of the second finger 
to the wrist. The two latter should be equal. Compare this measurement 
with that of the finger. If the finger is longer you have long fingers. If 
shorter, you have short fingers. If they are the same in measurement, the 
balance is average. 

Each finger has its own interpretation, following the meaning of 
the mounts directly below them. They also carry the same names, 
Jupiter, the first finger; Saturn, the second; Apollo, the third; Mer- 
cury, the fourth. 

The fingers modify or direct the qualities of each mount. Long fin- 
gers increase the value. Short fingers decrease the value. Very long 
fingers exaggerate. 

If the fingers lean toward Jupiter, the first—ambition—is most im- 
portant. Toward Mercury—money is the aim. Toward Saturn—a schol- 
arly or serious attitude toward life. 

Knotted upper joints—reasoning ability. Knotted lower joints—prac- 
ticality. 

Long fingers—interested in every detail. Short fingers—impetuous, 
want to grasp the over-all quickly, leave details to others. Very short 
fingers—selfish, lazy, unconventional, can be brutal. Crooked fingers 
detract from the good qualities, chiefly by irresponsibility. Low-set fin- 
gers add indifference. Thin fingers denote delicacy. Thick fingers— 
self-indulgence.

The Mounts of the Palm 
(the areas of the palm) 


The palm is divided into nine areas. They are the key to our natural 
abilities and emotional traits. Each area is called a mount, which 
Sounds as though there is a point or hump in each section. This is not 
the case. It has been a traditional term to designate the different quali- 
fications of each area. Naming them, in order around the palm, they 
are as follows: the mount (area) of Jupiter, under the first finger; 
Satum, under the second finger; Apollo, under the third; Mercury, un- 
der the fourth; Upper Mars, under Mercury, on the percussion side of 
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the palm; Luna, occupying the rest of the percussion side of the palm; 
Venus, between the root of the thumb to the encircling line called the 
line of life and extending from the wrist to about three-fourths of the 
distance upward within the line of life; the rest of this area is called 
Lower Mars; the center of all these areas is called the Plain of Mars.

The mount areas of the hand 
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The higher or the more space that is developed, the more important 
are the traits attributed to that area. They are a fleshy elevation filling 
the entire area, or they can be off center. Each location has a variation 
of the meaning of the area and its relation to the entire analysis of the 
palm. The Plain of Mars is the plain or hollow center of the palm. 

If the mount area is so high or spread out that it appears to unbalance 
the rest of the palm, the qualities represented by that mount must be 
kept under control. Lacking height, look for the center or apex of the 
whorl formation. Overlapping mounts partake of both areas. 


The Interpretation of the Mount Areas 
MOUNT OF JUPITER 


The mount area of Jupiter normally represents ambition and social 
Prestige.

Two or three lines—varied 
interests that have a business possibility or that materially aid in the 
building of a career. Four vertical lines are called the medical stigmata. 
There may be a cross line with them. This is a very old term; neverthe- 
less, many a nurse and doctor has these lines. More than four lines— 
very loquacious, also careless about money. A cross—a born diplomat, 
one who says the right thing at the right time; in a scheming hand— 
deceit. A grille—severe punishment or death due to malpractice or 
violation of the law. Square—great business foresight. 


MOUNT OF LUNA 


The mount area of Luna represents imagination, intuition, creative 
ability, and motivation. It is a large area so it must be examined care- 
fully to determine the exact location of the apex or precise spot of de- 
velopment, Luna has varied physical forms. It can bulge in spots or all 
over. It can be thin and almost flat. There may be few lines or many. 
Tt may have the color of a lot of blood or a little. All of these things 
have a meaning. When developed toward Upper Mars—the practical 
dreamer able to apply imaginative ideas to everyday needs. If the entire 
Percussion bulges—need for physical activity combined with some crea- 
tive project. Near the wrist—sensuality, sometimes just imaginative. 
Toward Venus—romantic, emotional. Toward the Plain of Mars—ag- 
gressiveness to further one’s ability. All of these types are intensified if 
the mount shows a reddish color. A bluish color—sadness, even melan- 


cholia enters the imagination such as the gloomy poet or composer. Pale 


color—may Possess any one of the qualifications for the specific type, 


but indifference would be evident unless pressure were exerted. Ab- 
sence of any development—the poseur, the imitator, usually satisfied 
with their place in life, no matter what it happens to be. 

Lines on the area of Luna are very important because they are di- 
rectional. Every talent will be corroborated on this area. Inventors, 
artists, writers, actors, musicians, builders, designers, in fact, every 
imaginative, creative talent is represented with a Lunarian mark or 
development. In excess, this talent becomes fanciful or foolish. If the 
imagination is too strong without a well-balanced intelligence, lunacy 
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may result, or at least a very confused and erratic mind. The horizontal 
lines show many interests. Lines that extend to the areas of Jupiter, 
Saturn, Apollo, or Mercury automatically assume the names of those 
respective mounts and are explained under the major lines. The short 
lines starting on the percussion are lines of change often called travel 
lines, and are so interpreted as journeys. In a creative hand these lines 


can be considered as many interests, Slanting lines pertain to the same 
creative ideas,

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MOUNT OF LOWER MARS 


This area is really part of the Venus area since it lies within the line 
of life, filling the upper section of the enclosure. It is termed “lower” 
because it lies below the head line, as opposed to Upper Mars, which 
lies above the normal head line, on the percussion side of the palm. It 
represents the will to fight for a cause, for family, for country, or for 
personal reputation or aim. This can be mental activity or it can be 
physical, such as men in the armed forces. In a woman's hand it is ag- 
ressiveness for self and family. Overdeveloped—an abusive tempera- 
ment.

If, for instance, one 
line curves up to the area of Apollo, it is then considered as a line of 
Apollo and its interpretation falls under that nomenclature in this book.

THE LINE OF LIFE 


The line of life starts about halfway between the thumb and fore- 
finger, then curves around the area of the thumb, ending normally at or 
near the base of the thumb where it is joined to the wrist. It indicates 
the vitality and energy that a person can expend throughout a lifetime. 
The greater the curve of the line, the more activity is to be expected, 
especially when the line is unbroken, Unusual physical strength ac- 
companies this curve. 

If the line begins high, close to the forefinger, it indicates a person 
governed by a great ambition, one not easily deterred by disappoint- 
ments or frustrations, 

Joined to the head line, it shows normal, constructive planning mod- 
erated by a fair amount of caution. 

When the life and head lines are slightly separated, it is a sign of a 
highly energetic nature, excellent for any niche in life. A wide separa- 
tion, however, means impulsiveness, a tendency to make hasty, even 
unwise decisions, 

Ascending branches that spring from the life line and terminate un-

A line like this has traditionally been considered a mark of good 
luck, though when studied it really signifies a steadfast desire to follow 
a definite pattern of living. It can be found in the hands of the rich and 
the poor alike, from the housewife or the cloistered nun to the seagoing 
official of the navy or famous personalities—in fact, in any station of life. 

Absence of the line of Saturn does not mean failure. It means that

Usually there is one line that is more clearly marked and longer than 
the others, denoting a marriage or the most important attachment.

The escape line is a single strong line starting from the mount area 
of Venus extending to the area of Luna. It is what it says, a way of 
escape from self or problems, leading to drug addiction, actually running 
away from responsibilities, or obsessed by sexual perversion. Frays, signs 
or breaks only magnify the awful situation. 

Family lines are small curved lines that run parallel to the life line 
within the Venus area. They are not part of the line of Mars, which is 
a sister line and strengthener to the life line. The small lines represent 
family and friends who help morally or financially; their advice is 
helpful. 

The thumb chain is a chained line or formation found around the 
place where the thumb joins the mount area of Venus. It means an 
argumentative inclination, a desire to exert will power. 


LINES OF OPPOSITION 


These are horizontal lines on the mount area of Upper Mars. They 
start from the percussion side of the hand. They represent opposition 
toward other people. This can be a financial problem or a personal com- 
plication that takes the form of enmity. 

Short lines—unimportant quarrels or friction. 

A long line reaching the life line or mount area of Venus—family 
problems that could be very serious. 

Reaching or cutting through the line of Saturn or Apollo—a legal 
threat or danger of lawsuit. In the hands of people with long thumbs 
and strong head lines, the opposition lines pertain to lawyers, judges, 
and the many other appointees connected with law whereby they handle 
such problems. These lines can also be found in the hands of the wives 
of men in the legal profession. 

Cutting the heart line—the affections will become involved. 

One exception—if the line turns and terminates on the area of Apollo 
it becomes the fortune line—a successful career in spite of opposition due 


to personal effort alone. 


TRAVEL LINES 


These are the horizontal lines on the Luna area. Short percussion 
lines—travel by sea and air. On the area itself—travel by land. This is an 
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old traditional reading for hands that have few lines, Generally, there 
are oblique lines meaning restlessness, hence the urge to travel. When 
such lines reach the area of Jupiter, Saturn, Apollo, or Mercury, they 
become one of the fate lines and are treated as such.

Phrenology 


Once the most popular of all psychic sciences, phrenology was an off- 
shoot of modern physiognomy as propounded by Johann Kaspar Lavater 
(1741-1801). Among Lavater’s admirers was Franz Joseph Gall, who 
was born in Baden in 1758, studied medicine in Strassburg, and became 
a practicing physician in Vienna, where, in 1796, he advanced his theo- 
ries of phrenology, which he based on extensive research. 

Just as physiognomy had its roots in ancient teachings, so could 
phrenology point to earlier findings. One dealt with general physical 
appearance as an index to individual traits; the other considered the 
formation of the skull as indicative of mental processes. 

Both studies followed a similar pattern: With physiognomy, facial 
formations were checked against traits that they seemingly represented, 
which led to surveys of less obvious formations, which were accepted on 
the strength of positive—or negative—results. 

With phrenology, Gall applied this same process of rationalization to 
the formation of the skull, dividing it into three major regions which 
offered rather obvious interpretations. Those areas were subdivided into 
many more, all identified by individual enlargements, or lack of such. 
Gall listed twenty-six of these, and compared the characteristics of per- 
sons having the same notable “bumps” or developments. 

These were later classified as irregular areas, and their number was 
increased by Johann Kaspar Spurzheim (1776-1832), another Viennese 
physician and an ardent follower of Gall. In Scotland, Spurzheim’s lec- 
tures impressed a lawyer named George Combe (1788-1858), who took 
up the subject of phrenology and later helped to establish it in America. 

There, the number of divisions, which had jumped first to thirty-two 
and then grown to thirty-six, was increased to forty-two by the Fowler 
brothers, Orson and Lorenzo, who started giving phrenological readings 
in New York in 1835, and soon issued charts and sent lecturers through- 
out the country. Eventually they set up a phrenological museum con- 
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taining thousands of models of human skulls, ranging from those of 
savages to famous historical personages, all of whose traits could be 
traced by a skilled phrenologist. 

The three main divisions consist of: 

1. The region of instincts or propensities, found at the lower portion 
of the back of the head. 

2. The sentiments or moral faculties, which occupy most of the upper 
portion of the head. 

3. The abilities or intellectual faculties, at the front of the head, in- 
cluding the forehead. 

Such groupings gave phrenology a solid framework. It was gencrally 
conceded that the well-developed forehead of civilized man was the 
stamp of intellectuality, as compared to the sloping forehead of his 
early ancestors, Conversely, overdevelopment at the base of the skull was 
the mark of primitive man, indicative of unrestrained instinct. A high, 
large head showed a greater capacity for sentiments than a low, brain- 
cramping skull, 

As each region was subdivided, appropriate titles were bestowed upon 
the smaller areas thus localized and defined. This nomenclature changed 
with the years, but the findings themselves remained substantially the 
same. With the aid of the chart shown here, anyone can locate the 
areas of the human head and give a phrenological reading, based on 


the development or deficiency of specific divisions, according to the listed

SUMMARY OF PHRENOLOGY 


From the detailed descriptions given and a study of the accompanying 
chart, it becomes all the more obvious that the expert phrenologist must 
depend on much more than mere bumps, protuberances, or even notice- 
able bulges to conclude his findings. An uneven skull naturally gave 
plenty to work from, as it showed many developments—frequently of the 
excessive type—with corresponding deficiencies in other faculties. 

But most people were of more balanced types, anxious to learn their 
natural traits and how to further them while avoiding any pitfalls that 
phrenology might reveal. In dealing with such types, phrenologists used 
an over-all measurement, taking the center of the ear as the axis of 
the brain and using comparative distances to determine the development 
of the various faculties. At that, there is a chance of error, as the ear 
itself may be wrongly placed, but allowance can be made for such a 
factor. i 

Unfortunately for phrenology, it reached its peak of fame due to its 
widespread acceptance as a physical rather than as a psychic science. 
Comparatively modern, and initiated by physicians of the day, phrenol- 
ogy filled a void in the study of brain structure and functions, thus 
advancing the cause of medical science. Later discoveries, however, re- 
futed the more extravagant claims of phrenology. Rather than 
backtrack to fundamentals and branch out along new lines, the neo- 
phrenologists preferred to sink or swim. 

When their ship sank, they were too far at sea to swim ashore. This 
was probably for the best, as the widespread acceptance of phrenology 
had by then attracted too many quacks and faddists to its banner. As 


attempts were made to measure phrenological faculties more accurately, 
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business organizations were inclined to hire and fire employees on the 


basis of phrenological readings. But as scientific support dwindled, all 
that was rapidly dropped. 


The fact that Gall and others were mistaken as to the functions of the 
brain does not nullify the correlation between the shape of the skull 
and certain human traits, It must be remembered that it was from such 
findings that Phrenology was founded. So the subject still forms an in- 


teresting field for study and research, particularly on an experimental 
basis.

Physiognomry 
Character Analysis from the Face, 
Head, and Other Features 


The art of studying heads and faces as a guide to individual personal- 
ity is of very ancient origin and rather obviously so, since facial expres- 
sions can register every mood from kindliness to ferocity; and facial 
formations are frequently responsible for such expressions. As for head 
shapes, modern anthropologists have typed the skulls of mankind from 
prehistoric ages up to the present, finding them indicative of various 
stages in human development. 

From the occult standpoint, physical appearance has long been linked 
vith the various signs of the zodiac as studied in astrology; and persons 
have been classed as planetary types on a similar basis, But, like 
which also was once closely allied to astrology, the subject of 
physiognomy has branched off in its own right; it is from physiognomy 
that modern methods of character analysis have developed. 

The pioneer in this field was a Swiss mystic, Johann Kaspar Lavater, 
whose keen power of observation convinced him that the deepest of 
human traits could be determined from individual faces. He worked out 
a system of physiognomy which was published at the beginning of the 
American Revolution. Others took up the work during the century that 
followed; and modern character analysis, which developed during the 


palmistry, 


early 1900's, was the result. 

There is one strong keynote in the study of physiognomy, giving it 
a special value today. In Lavater’s time, famous portrait painters were 
skilled at bringing out the characteristics of the subjects of their paint- 
ings. This is apparent when you view the masterpieces of that bygone 
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era. Now, skilled photographers are doing the same thing a thousand 
times over, often capturing momentary moods far more revealing than 
any that would be possible with the painter's brush. 

Through the medium of movies and television, it is possible to study 
many facial types and other details of persons who appear upon the 
screen, even to the matter of minor mannerisms. Thus, once the basic 
points of character analysis have been learned, they can be applied im- 
mediately, not only through observation of friends and acquaintances, 
but through a study of photographs in newspapers, magazines, and 
other media. 

The first important factor to consider is: 


The Shape of the Face 


When viewed full-front, the entire face, from top of forehead down 


to chin, conforms to one of three basic types or their composites. The 
basic types are: 


The round face: Almost completely circular, this is the easygoing type 
that likes comfort, luxury, and good times. Sometimes the round face is 
elongated, but if the curve is continuous, it means the same. However, 


a person of this type seldom becomes lazy or indolent except when he 
can afford it.

ee BT is a squarish or flattish type, block-shaped and there- 
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fore rugged. It symbolizes caution, which is sometimes classed as obsti- 
nacy. It also represents deliberation, which may be mistaken for 
indecision. But these actually add up to dependability. Once anyone of 
this type makes up his mind to a purpose, he almost always acts firmly 
and efficiently. 

Type C: This is a pointed type, sometimes classed as egg-shaped. It 
shows intuition, with ability to chart a course according to circum- 
stances and conditions, rather than following any fixed policy. Here we 
find a diplomatic nature, though persons of this type will also rise 
forcefully to an occasion when they feel that they are right. They are 
apt to accept artificial standards and govern their actions accordingly; 
hence they frequently stress their self-importance. 


Wide and Narrow Heads 


Width—or narrowness—of the head can be effectively gauged from the 
back and the resultant findings applied to the types just listed. 

An average, well-balanced head—which can be judged by its propor- 
tions—usually shows a general conformity to the types as given. This 
width is measured on a cross line just above the ears, which corresponds 
approximately to the temples, when noted in a front view. 

Wideness shows an energetic mind and is something of the mark of 
the extrovert, who is anxious to enter into many affairs. 

With Type A, round, this accentuates the natural aggressiveness of 
the individual, particularly when the wide head is proportionately low.

rain where minerals might be found. The rod was gripped by the forked 
ends, one in each fist, with the fingers above and pointed toward the 
body, so that the stem of the rod extended forward and upward. 

The diviner then walked about, often muttering incantations, until 
the stem of the wand began to dip. That was the place where the miners 
were supposed to dig, and the fact that they often found veins of precious 
metal brought fame to the divining rod and fortune to the diviners. 
Naturally, the odds favored those diviners who knew the sort of ground 
where ore was most likely to be found; but that still did not explain the 
action of the rod, which often thrust itself downward so forcibly that the 
nown to break in the diviner’s hands. 

The fact that the mines were presumably haunted by goblins and 
other demons may have helped spread the legendary powers of the rod, 
and by the late 1600's, it was used for finding treasure, springs of water, 
and even the bodies of missing persons. The forked wand, it seemed, 
could uncover whatever its handler “willed” it to find, provided there 
was some such substance in the vicinity; otherwise it wouldn't respond.

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purely imaginary or simply mechanical, it should be easy for anyone 
to do. But it isn’t that easy. 

Unquestionably the mental and the physical combine with the divin- 
ing rod, but the sum total may carry over into the domain of parapsy- 
chology. The interesting fact is that anyone can try it for himself and 
see to what degree he may be “gifted,” though a word of warning is 
needed here; namely, that no one should go on a few chance results or 
brief experiments. A dowsing test held with a group of friends is a good 
preliminary experience, nothing more. 

Almost any wood will do for a dowsing rod. Hazel was chosen be- 
cause of its availability and its flexibility. The latter is important, as the 
rod should be pliable enough to spread the ends of the fork, thus giv- 
ing the rod a certain tension. This is essential to success, as the rod is 
“on a balance,” so to speak, ready to respond forcefully, once the diviner 
“picks up” a subconscious impression of water or whatever else he is 
counting upon the rod to find. 

Instead of a forked stick, you can use a wire coat hanger, by bending 
in the center, so that the hanger forms a Y. Bend the ends of the Y 
slightly outward, grip them in the usual fashion, and use the hook of the 
hanger as the pointer. Another excellent rod can be formed from two 

Jastic. Simply tape them together about a third 


strips of whalebone, or p 
of their length, using that end for the pointer; then bend the loose ends 


outward as the points of the Y. 
Many persons can find water with such a rod, by going back and 


forth over ground where springs or hidden streams are known to be. 
People familiar with the terrain can check and tell them if they have 
found the right spot, when the rod shows a powerful dip. Some can 
find water pipes or wells in the same fashion. But there seems to be a 
variance among diviners. Some can only pick up springs or streams. 
Trying the rod on hidden objects, such as an imaginary “treasure” or 
some spot in a yard that has a special significance, can often be a re- 
warding practice. But where the divining rod often becomes most spec- 
tacular is in map work. Here, it is moved slowly above a map or chart— 
particularly one on a very large scale—to see where it dips. Water has 
been found in this way, and other things presumably can be located. For 


such work, however, many persons prefer: 
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The Exploratory Pendulum 


This device can be traced back to a form of divination called 
coscinomancy, that utilized a crude sieve or strainer, which two persons 
held suspended between their fingertips. In lieu of a handle, the strainer 
was gripped by a pair of pincers, this clamp being the portion balanced 
between the fingers. 

Due to the uneven pressure, the suspended strainer had a tendency to 
turn, but the holders did their best to maintain its equilibrium, while 
names of other people were recited aloud. The name on which the 
strainer turned, indicated the person involved in some crime, or what- 
ever else the sieve was being used to test. Almost always, it was some- 
thing bad. 

Other similar devices were utilized for such purposes, but the real re- 
finement came in divination by a key, called cleidomancy. One person 
held the key suspended by a thread, and if the key began to revolve, any 
question was answered in the affirmative. Working along the same line, 


a finger ring could be used instead of a key; and modern experimenters 
found a small ball even better, 


From this, the exploratory pendulum acquired more refined forms, 


such as that of a small crystal ball suspended from a gold chain, or a 
pear-shaped pendulum carved from ebony or ivory. Plastic pendulums 
have recently come into vogue, and these, like some of their predecessors, 


are hollow, so that they can be filled with a sample of the substance 
sought,

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lum works in two ways; it either swings back and forth, or with a rotary 
motion, and often this seems according to its own whim. 

If held above a man’s hand, the pendulum will swing back and forth, 
usually in a sidewise direction; when held above a woman’s hand, it 
will gyrate in a circle. With some operators, these actions are reversed; 
also, the pendulum may swing lengthwise in some cases. The direction 
of the rotation also varies, sometimes depending on whether the opera- 
tor is right- or left-handed. 

However, it is usually consistent with each individual operator, so 
when the pendulum was popularized, it was once termed the “sex de- 
tector” because of its dual action. What is more remarkable, the pendu- 
lum sometimes tells whether an article belongs to a man or woman. A 
cigarette holder, a lipstick, or any other small object can be placed in an 
envelope and proffered to the operator, who then uses the pendulum to 
gain the impression. 

How accurate this may be, is one question. What makes the pendulum 
operate is another, Unquestionably, some muscular action is involved, 
as some persons can cause the pendulum to operate by conscious mo- 
tions, But in correct form, the action should be unconscious, or sub- 
conscious.

Planchette and Ouija 


These devices really spell out messages. Planchette is a name applied

The name “ouija,” coined from the French oui and the German ja, 


means “yes, yes,” when translated into English, but the ouija board 
can respond with either “yes” or “no.” Both of those words are em- 
blazoned on its surface, along with all the letters of the alphabet and the 
numerals 1 to o inclusive. A three-sided device is mounted on little felt-

The ouija table responds by moving from letter to letter, spelling out 
words, adding up figures, and responding yes or no. Often it becomes 
a routine process, much as though someone had something in mind and 
wanted to say it. In fact, a person can use a ouija alone, which offsets

Weather Superstitions are based upon keen observation or recog 
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of certain atmospheric conditions. Therefore they cannot wholly be 
regarded as superstitions but rather rate as indications. However, mys- 
tical omens have traditionally crept in among sounder prognostications. 
Some of the more bizarre are given here: 

If a groundhog sees his shadow on February 2 there will be six more 
weeks of snow, rain, or cold weather. 

A spade stuck in the ground will bring rain. An itching corn means 
rain. Bubbles in the puddles, three days of rainy troubles. 

If you drop a piece of buttered bread there will be rain. 

Burm ferns if you want rain to fall. It is a sure sign of rain if chickens 
or cattle go into their shelters during the daylight. When a cat climbs 
up and down screens or across upholstery it means rain. Swarming, 
biting, crazy flies mean much rain. If the leaves turn up, it means rain. 

When horses or ponies or any other farm animals play or run around 
vigorously, there will be a change in the weather. If swallows fly low, 
if spiders leave their webs and run for cracks, if the soot flies down the 
chimney or there is a halo around the moon, you can expect a change 
of the weather. 

The weather will be clear if there is enough blue in the sky to make 
a handkerchief or a pair of Dutchman’s pants. 

An east wind brings warmer weather. 

If the frost holds on the trees till noon, there will be snow by night. 
If the wild fruits and nuts are abundant, there will be a cold, hard 
winter. Katydids that sing in August bring heavy frost in twice three 
weeks. If it snows on Christmas there will be another month of snow 


and cold. 


Wedding Losing a wedding ring means losing a husband. If a cat 
sneezes in the bride’s home prior to the wedding it is bad luck.

Teacup Reading 


Teacup reading is one of the simplest and most entertaining forms of 
divination. It allows great play of the imagination and so-called 
“hunches.” The reader must interpret the shapes or forms that are made 
by tea leaves that remain after the tea has been drunk. The preparation 
of the cup and the meaning of the symbols are as follows. 

The cup must be very wide at the top, the sides must slant, the bot- 
tom not be too small. A white cup is preferred, but any pastel, un- 
decorated cup will do. 

The best results are obtained from China tea or a very good grade of 
tea that has a minimum of tea dust. Tea should be brewed in a teapot 
without a strainer, obviously to pour sufficient leaves into the cup for a 
reading. 

The person whose fortune is to be read must drink the tea, leaving a 
little in the bottom of the cup. Then, with the left hand, take hold of 
the handle and slowly move the cup around from left to right, three 
times. This should distribute the tea leaves around the sides of the cup, 
sometimes reaching the rim, and still have a few on the bottom. 

Time is differentiated by the parts of the cup. The rim represents 
the present or things that may happen within a few days or weeks, 
The sides predict the future. The bottom augurs the very distant future. 

The leaves, stems, and tea dust take on various forms around the in- 
side of the cup, and these are called symbols. They denote fortunate or 
adverse happenings. 

The handle of the cup represents the house or surroundings of the 
consultant; hence the closer a symbol in relation to the handle, or 
house, the sooner the event may take place. 
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Numbers represent time such as minutes, hours, days, or weeks, de- 
pending upon the relativity of the other symbols. Ti a 
Letters of the alphabet mean people such as relatives, friends, or a 

sociates. The closer to the handle, the more importance. 
Dots formed by little specks indicate a journey. Larger dots—money 
gained through extra effort.

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Telepathy 


There are two predominant factors in all forms of psychic science. One 
is “clairvoyance,” the ability to view the distant or unseen; the other is 
“precognition,” an awareness of the future. How consistently and how 
accurately these faculties can be demonstrated, has long been a matter 
of contention; but many skeptics who doubted the methods used in 
certain psychic sciences have been impressed by the results. 

By that token, the correct reading of a horoscope, the interpretation 
of the lines of the palm, or the recognition of moods through facial 
expressions, could be due to clairvoyance or precognition on the part of 
a “gifted” demonstrator. The skeptics, having gone that far, tried to 
find a physical rather than a psychical explanation for such phenomena. 

They decided that in a majority of cases, a clairvoyant gained 
thought impressions that were already in another person’s mind, while 
a prophet frequently voiced someone’s unspoken hope or wish. Support- 
ing this were many instances where a person had received a mental 
“Aash” from a distant friend. This was classed by Mark Twain and 
others as “mental telegraphy,” and students of the subject finally 
bundled it in with other similar phenomena under the head of 
“telepathy.” 

Simply defined, telepathy is the “transmission of thought independ- 
ently of the recognized channels of sense.” As such, it was studied and 
tested for many years, but no one was able to isolate it as a distinctive 
function. On the one hand, it seemed to be a “booster” to the faculty of 
clairvoyance; on the other, some supposedly telepathic results could be 
charged to “hyperesthesia,” a straining or intensification of the normal 
senses, which through their concentration produced apparently super- 
normal results. 

Thus the psychical and physical schools drew farther apart, until 
the subject of parapsychology was developed at Duke University during 
the 1930’s. There, telepathy was treated simply as one phase of Extra-

or unconscious, Such “cues” are apt to prove more harmful than k P 
ful. Sometimes they can actually be misleading, and in any case, if they 
are noticeable to onlookers, they spoil the demonstration. 
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The ideal subject should be something of a human transmitter, who 
merely thinks of what the performer is supposed to do. The demon- 
strator then concentrates deeply, often keeping his eyes half closed, and 
tries to pick up the thought. When handled perfectly, there is no con- 
scious effort on either person’s part and the result is sometimes uncanny. 

At the same time, “contact telepathy” is basically quite easy; the 
simpler tests may be worked by many persons. The matter of contact is 
important, however. One system is for the demonstrator to grip the sub- 
ject’s wrist, right upon left, or vice versa, so that they can move around 
the room side by side. Often, this may be helped if the demonstrator 
raises the subject’s hand, pressing its back against the demonstrator’s 
forehead. 

Still another way is for the demonstrator and the subject to lock arms, 
rather loosely, either left to right or vice versa. Some demonstrators pre- 
fer to slide their arm under the subject’s, then bring their hand over to 
grip the subject’s wrist from above. But all this may be varied according 
to individual choice, the best way being the one that proves itself by 


test. 
Some simple experiments follow, along with comments on what may 


happen during their performance. 


TEST NUMBER ONE: PICK THE OBJECT 

This is the simplest of tests. It should be performed in a fairly large 
room, where there are plenty of objects to pick from, all of a type be- 
longing there, such as a lamp, a telephone, an ashtray, pack of ciga- 
rettes, a few books and magazines, some matches, a box of candy, and 
so on. A regular living room or a sunporch makes a good setting. 

The demonstrator leaves the room and the persons present decide 
upon the object that he is to pick. One of the group then acts as subject. 
The demonstrator is recalled, he grips the subject’s arm in whatever 
manner he prefers, and they start about the room together, until the 
demonstrator begins to “sense” certain objects. until he finally decides 
on one and announces it to be the right one. 

The demonstrator is allowed to pick up objects and reject them, but 
once he announces his choice it is final. Almost invariably, a capable 
demonstrator will pick the chosen object. 

Beginners are apt to fail if they neglect the early stage of the test. 
An experienced demonstrator takes his time in going about the room, 
actually sensing some portions as “hot” or “cold.” If doubtful of any 
areas, he returns there, to see if the subject will mentally pull him away.

TEST NUMBER FOUR: SOLVING THE MURDER 

This is an intriguing combination test, that requires a fair-sized 
group. One person plays the part of murderer, while another is the vic- 
tim. An odd object, say a pocket comb, is chosen as the murder weapon, 
and a spot is chosen for the body. Usually this is simply a chair, where 
the “victim” can take his place like any other person present, though he 
might be taken into another room, or actually hidden in a closet. 

The “murderer” and “victim” put on their act for the group, while the 
demonstrator is absent. The man acting as transmitter is, of course, pres- 
ent, and watches the “crime.” The killer stabs or shoots his victim with 
the weapon, the victim clapping his hand to the spot where he is 
wounded, The murderer hides the weapon, and then hides the body, 
the victim obligingly cooperating in that process. 

The demonstrator is then brought in, and gripping the tfansmitter’s 
arm, he re-enacts the entire crime, due to the usual guidance. This is 
generally done in reverse, the demonstrator first finding the “body,” 
then the “wound,” then the “weapon,” and finally the “murderer.” 

This test was a favorite with Washington Irving Bishop, ‘the famous 
mind reader of the 1880's, who could even trace the “weapon” from 
one hiding place to another, if the “murderer” tried to throw him off 
the trail. Yet it can be worked today by anyone fairly proficient in 
contact telepathy. 

TEST NUMBER FIVE: THE BLINDFOLD DRIVE 

This was another of Bishop’s great demonstrations. He would drive

strator through concentration only, without a transmitter or interme- 
diary?” 

That would stress the mental rather than the physical, thereby 
strengthening the telepathic theory. The next question is, “Are such 
tests possible?” and the answer is, “Yes.” Here are some examples: 


TEST NUMBER SEVEN: THE WILLING GAME 

One of the earliest of telepathic tests, this is a version of “picking the 
object,” but without the transmitter. A group thinks of an object in the 
room, the demonstrator cumes in alone, and tries to “sense” it from 
the massed impression. One way is to move about, touching objects or 
handling them; but some demonstrators prefer to take a fixed position 
and “think” their way around. 

If this test becomes difficult because of the large size of the room, or 
the variety of objects, it is better to switch to a test of a more concen- 
trated type, such as: 

TEST NUMBER EIGHT: AROUND THE CIRCLE 
P A group of objects is placed on a table, so that they form a fair- 
sized circle, These can be similar; in fact, some can be alike; at a dinner 
table, for example, you could use objects found there, say two coffee 
cups, two drinking glasses, a salt shaker, a saucer, a catsup bottle, a 


cream pitcher, and a sugar bowl. 


Other items might be laid out on a card ; i 
pack of cigarettes, a dollar bill, a notebook, and the like. In either case, 


the persons present decide upon one object while you, as the demon- 
Strator, are absent from the room, or have turned away. 

No one looks directly at the chosen object, but all keep it in mind. 
Upon your return, you extend your hand and move it slowly around 
the circle, in either direction, while people “will” you to stop at the 


chosen object, Sometimes you may get a quick impression, but it is bet- 
ter to keep circling awhile in case it changes. ee 
You may find a “pull” toward 


Often, the best process is elimination. p a p 
one portion of the circle, indicating that the wanted” item is in that 
area. So pause and remove the objects elsewhere, stating that none of 
them is the chosen one. If you are tight, spread the circle somewhat, 
and continue, eliminating other objects as they become “cold.”

Visualization Tests 


; While all types of telepathic tests involve some degree of visualiza- 
tion, where picking objects or duplicating actions may be concerned, 
there are others that can be said to depend on visualization alone. That 
is, there is no physical contact with an intermediary; no presence of a 
group, whose combined tension might become a guiding force. 

These, again, include carly tests, which have proven their worth and 
ellicacy through the years, as: 


TEST NUMBER ELEVEN: REMOTE CONTROL 

A form of the “willing game” that evolved in a very interesting way. 
Some demonstrators, instead of moving around the room or thinking 
their way about, found it preferable to study the objects briefly, then 
close their eyes and try to visualize one from the mass impression of the 
group. Since the demonstrator did not cue the group, either by handling 
an object or staring steadily at it, there was no way of “picking up” a

TEST NUMBER THIRTEEN: TRANSFERENCE OF SENSATIONS 
Here, a “sender” or a group actually undergoes a physical sensation,

hoping to transfer it mentally to a “receiver” or members of a group in 
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another room. In this test, you can literally go “hot” or “cold,” as 
favorite stunt is for the sender to pick up a hot cup or a cold glass, ho 
it a while, and find out if the receiver sensed “hot” or “cold. 

Because of the limit of two choices, such a test should be repeated, 
say five to ten times, to get away from the element of chance. The pa 
applies to “light” or “heavy” objects, or those which are “sharp” o 
“blunt.” ‘a 

Sensations of pain may be transferred; for example, a sender could 
pinch his right ear, or scratch his Jeft ankle; the receiver would then 
seek to experience that sensation. 

Transfer of taste has also figured in these tests. A person takes a 
pinch of salt, a spoonful of vinegar, or a bit of sugar, and endeavors te 
“project” the sensation. With certain senders and receivers, the “taste 
test” has been known to work surprisingly well. 


TEST NUMBER FOURTEEN: VISUALIZED DIACRAMS 

This test has been highly successful under exacting conditions. Its 
very simplicity makes it all the more effective. It is the sort of experiment 
that two persons or a group can undertake almost any time, anywhere.

One person, the “sender,” draws a simple diagram or sketch. A “re 
ceiver” stationed elsewhere—even at a great distance—attempts to Te 
produce it, while both ar 


e concentrating on the diagram. 

Results fall into these categories: (a) exact reproduction, or neatly 
so; (b) reproductions containing most of the essential elements; Cc) 
those with incomplete elements; Cd) those with little similarity and 
obvious mistakes. The first two groups [(a) and (b)] are highly evr 
dential. In addition, the third group (c) may be evidential with this 
proviso: 

The receiver, in reproducing the diagram, should pause when he ie 
comes uncertain and make a note to that effect. This shows that he is 
positive up to that point, but doubtful beyond it. Yet if he feels he 
should go on, he should have the right to do so, without jeopardizing 
what he has already accomplished, So the final result should be judged 
accordingly, 


This is amply illustrated in: 


TEST NUMBER FIFTEEN: PICTURE PROJECTION 
Here, the sender goes beyond the diagrammatic stage. He visualizes 
a three-dimensional object, or concentrates upon a full-fledged picture, 
such as “Washington Crossing the Delaware” or something simpler, 
like the most tecent ad for a popular brand of cigarettes. 
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m Pe a period of mutual concentration, the receiver tries to sketch 
EN pa of the picture, in much the same way as the diagram 
gaa n a i teen). There are two differences, however: He is deal- 
ie breed hree-dimensional object, and must visualize it as such; also, 
A, re, particularly a photograph, may be too difficult to draw. In 
at case, he can simply write in the details as he visualizes them. 
One plan is to specify whether an “object” or a “picture” is being 
o thus enabling the receiver to concentrate on the right track. 
n recording any successful tests, such limitations should be mentioned. 


Card Reading Tests 


In early telepathic tests, playing cards were used, with the receiver 
calling their names as the sender looked at them. Some very phenomenal 
scores were recorded with highly “sensitive” receivers. One reputedly 
hit 202 correct cards out of a total of 382 trials, though by the law of 


averages (1 out of 52) only 7 oF 8 correct calls should have been made. 
Such tests generally proved unsatisfactory for two reasons: Even a 


“ 
good” score, say 6 out of 52, could be somewhat discouraging; and 
the similarity between certain cards, say the six, seven, and eight of 
diamonds, made it difficult to yisualize a card exactly. 
So many of these tests were confined to calling suits—clubs, dia- 
monds, hearts, and spades—which gave + out of 4 chances. One very 
remarkable receiver was credited 14 consecutive correct calls of suits; 
and the chances against this were mathematically computed as 47827 
969 to 1. Suits offered problems, however, particularly with face cards, 


which could easily be confused.

Mathematically, this may work out over an extended series of tests; 
but we are not dealing only with mathematics. It is conceded that the 
faculties of clairvoyance and telepathy are elusive, going “hot” or “cold” 
at intervals. In the instance just given, the receiver obviously wasn’t 
“hot” or he would have hit more than one plus symbol out of five. 


But suppose he should go “hot” soon afterward. It would be like a new 


test, and the absence of plus cards would distort the mathematical 


probabilities. 
Ending at five tries lessens this objection; shuflling the whole pack 


between each try eliminates it completely. Also, it saves the receiver 
k of calls he has already made, which is dis-

concerting to some persons. Objections have been raised that the sym- 


bols on ESP cards are arbitrary and not suited to everyone. That may 
be true, but they are as easily recognized as the suits of playing cards. 
Also, parapsychologists using the regular ESP cards have suggested 
that people prepare cards with symbols of their own if they prefer. 
Some “sensitives” claim that they need to become “emotional” to ob- 
tain clairvoyant or telepathic results. They say that they can’t get emo- 
tional over symbols. But colors have been recommended as a suitable 
substitute, and it is easy to make up a set of five colors, with circles 
of red, orange, yellow, green, and blue, imprinted on blank cards. Col- 
ors in themselves stir emotions and have strong psychic interpretations, 
so they should be ideal. 
The ESP cards can be used in visualization tests by having a sender 
create a “mental image” that can be interpreted as an ESP symbol. 
He might concentrate on a city square, or a baseball diamond, while 


studying a square symbol. Or a ship at sea would represent the waves 
symbol. By having the receiver think in terms of motion or action in 
order to get to the right symbol, the visualization becomes stronger, but 
it can’t be repeated too often or the images will become strained. Here, 


telepathy is the logical test rather than clairvoyance, as the sender must 
first create the image for the receiver. as 

Years ago, tests with ESP cards were criticized on the ground that 
the backs of the cards might be readable, perhaps unwittingly, by 


some of the persons tested. A British experimenter brought out a pack 
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with similar symbols, but with the unusual feature of a “sunburst” de- 
sign on the back, which produced a razzle-dazzle effect that made it 
impossible to read. 

But tests conducted in parapsychological laboratories were even at 
that time being held under conditions so stringent that specially 
printed backs were unnecessary with ESP cards. In most tests, the cards 
themselves were screened from view of the person trying to name them 
telepathically, and so many packs were used that none was in circula- 


tion long enough to betray any slight differences in the cards 
themselves,

, This is particularly true with yoga, which has been defined as a “un- 
ion” between man and the higher planes. This means detachment from 


one’s own personality, on the theory that our lives are clouded by a 
higher planes are attained,

Such is the reputed power of yoga. Skeptics may argue that it merely

Sometimes dubious claptrap of the fakirs. a 
e hrst four steps, already given, are 1, yama.

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4. pranayama, Having practiced them enough to acquire bodily control 
and rhythmic breathing, the student of raja yoga goes into the next 
steps: 

5. Introspection, or pratyahara, where thoughts, freed from physi- 
cal shackles, turn inward. As asana aids physical control, pratyahara 
produces mental control. The mind is put through prescribed exercises 
until it is immune from outside impressions. That training is prelimi- 
nary to: 

6. Concentration, or dharana, in which the mind is pinpointed on a 
single idea. 7. Meditation, or dhyana, wherein an idea can be exam- 
ined in minute detail under constant focus. 8. Ecstasy, or samadhi, a 
superconscious state that permits complete detachment from all worldly 
surroundings. 

The three highest stages are known collectively as samyama, and 
by the time a yogi reaches that goal he has acquired such psychic pow- 
ers as clairvoyance, telepathy, and ability to vision the past and future. 
If he continues on to attain the status of an adept, he can develop eight 
“superior” powers, namely: 

1. Anima, or the ability to shrink to the size of an atom. 2. Mahima, 
to increase in size as greatly as desired. 3. Garima, to become ex- 
tremely heavy. 4. Laghima, to become light, so the body will float in 
air. 5. Prapti, the ability to bring anything within reach. 6. Prakamya, 
or immediate realization of desire. 7. Isitva, or creation of matter 
through power of thought. 8. Vasitva, the dominion over all objects, 
animate and inanimate. 

There is no doubt whatever that sincere practitioners of raja yoga 
not only believe in these amazing powers, but are often positive that 
they possess them. Stories are told of yogis dwelling in the Himalaya 
Mountains, warding off wild beasts by power of mind, such as 
vasitva, Others are said to float seated in midair during their contempla- 
tions, an example of laghima. Awed witnesses have even described pa- 
rades of sky-walking adepts marching in from the snowy ranges. 

When skeptics scoff, believers admit that such marvels are seldom 
seen because yogis are reluctant to perform them publicly. However, 
some have given private showings for privileged patrons, and over the 
years there have been reliable reports of instances where yogis have 
made tree leaves flutter without a breeze, and have restored dead birds 
to life, as evidences of prakamya. 

One adept produced the scent of any perfumes that strangers re- 


quested mentally, without expressing their wishes aloud. This would 
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appear to be prakamya, with telepathic overtones, unless it could be 
charged off as hypnotism on the yogi’s part. 

But there are also reports of a wonder worker who laid a mere feather 
on one side of a scales and caused it to counterbalance a man’s weight 
on the other, a case of sheer 8arima; and the same adept could also 
make water boil in a vase by merely moving his hands toward it. 

Often, such adepts have reputedly undergone prolonged living buri- 
als while in a state of samadhi, and there is a remarkable tale of one 
such yogi being seen in a big city like Calcutta while his body was en- 
tombed in the vault of a maharaja’s palace a thousand miles away. 

Such a case, if actual, would presuppose the power of astral projec- 
tion on the yogi’s part, coupled with isitva, whereby the thought 
would take form at the desired spot. Astral projection is a matter of 
routine with these adepts, though their excursions through the upper 
reaches are often purely mental. As proof of their ability to project an 
actual idea, or illusion, authorities cite the “astral call bell,” a ringing 
sound that one adept causes another to hear at a far distance, so he 
can concentrate and open telepathic communication. 

Practically speaking, that is the prototype of our modern telephone 
bell; but from the metaphysical standpoint, a yogi might just as well 
Project his own mental image, as an illusion of sight rather than sound. 
Granting him that faculty, he could employ isitva during a demonstra- 
tion before a group, causing physical objects—even living creatures and 
human beings—to appear and disappear at will. Whether these were 
actual creations or mere thought images would not matter. Either way, 
the onlookers would believe that they had witnessed the incredible. 

This has been offered as an explanation of the famous “Indian rope 
trick,” wherein a fakir tosses a rope in air and causes it to remain 
suspended while a boy climbs it and suddenly disappears from the top. 
Elaborated versions claim that the fakir, too, climbs the rope and disap- 
pears. In other accounts, he chases the boy up the rope with a big 
knife; then, from nowhere, pieces of the boy’s body fall to earth, where- 
upon the fakir Teappears at the top of the rope, comes down and covers 
the boy's body with a cloth, promptly assembling the fragments and 
magically restoring the boy to life, 

t really would be taxing the “higher powers” of yoga, so an al- 
ternate proposition has been offered; namely, that “mass hypnotism” is 
tTesponsible, Actually, this amounts to the same thing, since all yogic 
Powers are probably hypnotic to begin with. But skeptics for years 
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spiked that argument with the glib pronouncement that “Mass hypno- 
tism is an impossibility.” 

True, perhaps, as hypnotism was known and practiced in Europe 
and America during the early 1900's, when that claim was current. 
But that did not prove that mass hypnotism was impossible among the 
yogis of India. Then, while the controversy still simmered, along came 
Hitler and proved that mass hypnotism was possible anywhere almost 
at any time. 

Hypnotic annals of America include the celebrated radio broadcast 
of the “men from Mars,” where thousands of listeners thought they 
were hearing an authentic news report and began calling up news- 
papers, as well as police, saying that they had seen Martian spaceships 
landing in their own backyards with little green men clambering out. 
The wave of hysteria that followed the so-called discovery of flying 
saucers was another case of mass hypnotism. 

Yet this can be simplified still further, if we regard the rope trick 
and kindred marvels simply as a case where the individual members of 
a small group are hypnotized separately but simultaneously. This has 
been demonstrated by stage hypnotists, and it has long been a practice 
among fraudulent spirit mediums, when dealing with susceptible cli- 
ents. Once the lights are out, the sitters will accept the crudest ventrilo- 
quial tricks as “spirit voices” or imagine that a waving curtain is an 


“ethereal breeze.” 

So it goes in India, or so it once went, back in the days jme mi 
claimed they had seen the rope trick. Again, skeptics will T i oa 
the rope trick is the result of group hypnotism, granting ia pa 
possible, why do the fakirs restrict themselves only to that one sup

The answer is, they don’t. Reports of equally fantastic eee E 
come from witnesses quite as reliable as those who ay. TON 4 ie 
rope trick.

There have been hgw o see g 
and water-walking adepts, too, and other fancifu N ” = "i 
Usually these are hard to trace, and like the rope trick, fe s r 
tions turn out to be second- or thirdhand. But whenever you do cate 
up with an actual witness to the feat—and several instances could be 
cited of this—his description is partly vague, partly stylized. Seldom, 
if ever, does it contain corroborative facts, or the essentials of sound 


investigation. 
o 
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The witness may remember the place, but not the name of the fakir. 
He may recall the names of other witnesses, but if so, he has now lost 
track of them. Often, he is not sure as to the time of day, nor even 
the exact surroundings. He is apt to include details that he heard from 
some other source, such as the business of a photographer taking a 
picture of the boy at the top of the rope, only to develop it and have 
the print show the boy still on the ground with the rope coiled beside 
him. 

In short, the witness who saw the rope trick talks just like the man 
who goes up on the stage during a hypnotic act and lets the “professor” 
mesmerize him. He knows he was at the theater, he remembers others 
who were there, but the crazy things that happened are just a jumble 
in his mind. He talks like he had come out of a trance, which he actu- 
ally did. Apparently, the witness to the rope trick remembers what the 
fakir wants him to remember, just as the hypnotized subject recalls 
only what the hypnotist told him. 

The rope trick follows a pattern, like all well-tried hypnotic stunts. 
Probably the fact that it has been reported so often in comparison to 
other marvels is because people are “conditioned” to it. They have 
heard of the rope trick, they want to see the rope trick, so the fakir 
shows them the rope trick. It can definitely be that simple. 

Most certainly the hypnotic explanation is far more satisfactory than 
efforts to explain the rope trick by fake or mechanical means, such as 
the fakir tossing the rope up to a hidden balcony in a smoke-filled 
courtyard, or over a wire stretched between two tall trees, or by use 
of an articulated rope that stiffens like a bamboo pole, due to the 
Operation of an interior device, Anyone accepting such absurdities as 
the secret of the rope trick in its full-fledged form may very well have 
been hypnotized into believing them. 

One fact is certain: However far modern science may advance in the 
exploration and recognition of human abilities beyond the limits of 
the ordinary senses, the farther it will go toward establishing the 
higher claims of yoga, whose devotees have been following the “psychic 
path” long before anyone else ever heard of it. If our Western savants 
Prove that parapsychology has much to offer and succeed in cracking 
down its riddles as they have done with atomic energy, the clearing 


clouds of doubt will reveal the Oriental mystics floating serenely in the 
midst of their own aura, as they always have! 
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
